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eA Declaration to the Jews for them to 
Read over, in which they may ſee that 
the Meſsiah it come, according to their 
own Prophets, and Gabriel the eAngel, 
eAnd according to their own number of 
time and years, out of Dan: 9. 

F. the Building of the Temple at Jeruſalem ſpoken 


of by Daniel in the ninth chapter, was ſeven weeks, 

or fourty nine years, in which che Temple was built, 

from the finiſhing of which there was ſixty two 
weeks, which is four hundred thirty and four years, un- 
til che Baptiſme of Chriſt, And after the fixty two weeks 
There was one week in which the Meſſiah ſhould be ſlain, 
but not for himſelf; And the People of the Prince that 
ſhould come ſhould deftroy the City, and the Sanctuary that 
was builded, and the end thereof ſhould be with a floud, and 
unto the end of the battel it ſhould be deſtroyed with deſo- 
lation, and he ſhall confirm the Covenant with many, for in 
one week, in the midſt of the week he ſhall canſe the daily ſa- 
crifice to ceaſe, which Death was about three years and a 
half after Chriſt was baptized; For ſayes the Angel Gabriel, 
in the laſt verſe of that nmth chapter, And in the midſt of 
the weck, that is three days and an half, he ſhall cauſe the Jews 
Sacrifice and the Qblation to ceaſe, &c. which Sacrifice ends 
a!l other Sacrifices, and the Covenant being confirmed with 
many of his Diſciples, they preached it up and down in the 
Synagogues and Temples, and among the Heathen; And 


Chriſt Preached of the deſtruction of the Temple after ic was. 


built, which was builded unco him, the Prince, the M. ab, 
he preached the deſtruction of the Temple, that it ſhould be 
thrown down, and not one ſtone left upon another, and it 
was thrown down (Rn to his Prophecy] by the — 
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then, And he ſaid Teraſates B be compaſſed about with 
armies, and troden under foot, and they ſcattered abroad o- 
ver all Nations, which thing came to patle according to his 
prophecy) and never had ye a prophecy that you ſhould be 
gathered again to outward Feruſakm, and that your walls 
ſhould be built again. 

And now if you do believe Mies, Jeremiah, Samuel, Tſaiah, 
Ezekiel, Zechariah, Daniel & che reſt of the Prophets, and Gabriel 
that ſpake unto Daniel, ye muſt believe that Chriſt is come in 
the fleſh; They prophecyed of him & ſet the time, and ſet the 
year that he ſhould come, which time and year is over and 
come, and paſt, according to the prophets & Angels words, 
as you may read what Gabriel (aid to Paricl, who numbred the 
time of your captivity, as Jeremiab and numbered the time of 
building of the Temple, and numbred the time in which the 
Meſſias ſhould come the Prince. | 

And now if Gabriel ſpake truth, and Pauiel and the Pro- 
phets (poke truth, then you muſt believe that the Mrſies is 
come according to their words. | 

And whether or nay one did not come in that year accord» 
ing to Gabriel, and Daniel and the Prophets, that was called 
a M ſiab and a Prince? whether the City was not built and 
the people were not gathered before he came, andafrer he 
was come, whether ſuch an one was not cut off according to 
the week, and after yourCity deſtroyed, and Temple, and you 
ſcatteted over all Nations, according to the Meſias Prophecy? 

And whether ot nay his Covenant was not confirmed with 
many that were his Diſciples that preached up and down the 
one Offering after he was cut off? 

And whether or nay God did not prepare him a Body, ac- 
cording to Davids Prophecy to do his will, which God accep- 
ted more than burnt- Offerings, and ſacrifices & oblations, who 
put an end to them, for the over-ſpreading of the abominati- 
on that made the deſolation, until your offetings were con- 
ſumed, and the place where you offered? 

And whether or nay he did not come poor, Riding upon 
an Aſſe, the foal of an Aſſe, according to Zechariah: Prophe- 
cy, Zachariah the ninth chapter, Riding into Feruſalem, who 


ſhould let the Priſoners out of the Pit where there was no wa- 
dm cer,

ter, who ſhould give the water to the thirſty, and bread to the 


hungry ? 

Add mberher or nay you did not hide your faces from him, 
he being a man of ſorrow, and acquainted with griefs, accor- 
ding to Iſaials prophelie? Iſu. 53. 

And whether or no you did not ſtop your ears, and blind 
your eyes; that you heard nor, nor ſee not when he came, and 
ſo you have loſt the number of time? 

And whether or no Davids propheſie is not fulfilled upon 
you, who ſaid, let their eyes be blinded, and their Table be 
made a ſnare and a trap, and they bow down their backs al- 
waye /, as you have done under every Government / 

hat when he did come who was Davids fon, that David 
called Lord the King of Glory, your gates were not ſet open to 
let him in, but his place amongſt you was a Manger, 

And did not Malachi propheſie of him, and was one of the 
laſt Prophets among you? 

And did not John come to prepare the way before him,who 
baptized mulcitudes of the Jews, who was the Son of Zachary, 
who was put to death by Hered at the pleaſing of his — 
ters dancing he beheaded in priſon on his birth- day? 

And did not you perſecute many of his Diſciples, and caſt 
in priſon for witneſſing Chriſt the Meſſias the Prince among 

ou, who was come according to Moſes and the Prophets, Ga» 
riel and Danieſt - 

Did not they often tell your Fathers that their eyes were 
blinded and their cars dull that they heard nor ſee not ? 

And did not the Meſſiah the Prince tell you, in the dayes 
amongſt your Fathers, chat your houſe ſhould be left deſolate, 
ſo are not all your Temples, Sanctus ties, and chief places of 
Offerings, have they not all been deſolate, and have been 
ever ſince⸗ 

And did not he ſay unto you that you ſhould ſee bis face no 
more, until you ſaid Bleſſed is be that cometh in the Name of the 
Lord? therefore if your houſes be left deſolate, there was ne- 
ver no promiſe of the Lord that they ſhould be built again; 
but happy is any of you whocan ſay, Bleſſed is be that cometh in 
the Name of the Lord, who receive him receive the end of Offe- 
rings and Sacrifices,

And did not David (ay be would not ſuffer bis Holy One to ſee 
corruption, nor leave bis ſoul in Hell? he law the travail of his 
ſoul, and therefore was (atisfied, according to Iſ#iabs pro- 

hefie. 
, Therefore after you had killed him by a ſhameful death up- 
on the Croſſe, and buried him, did not he riſe again and faw 
no corruption, whom neither death, bonds, nor grave could 
contain nor hold? though the Priefts gave the Souldiers mo- 
ney to ſay that his D.ſciples ſtole him away by night, who 
now temains in the Heavens at the right hand of God until 
the reſtitution of all things, who after his Reſurrection was

And Ieremiah propheſied of your captivity ſeventy years, 
and he (aid when you were brought into the Land, and all 
Nations ſhould be gathered to it in Jeryſalem, and when ye in- 
creaſed and multiply ed in the Land, in thoſe dayes ſaith che 
Lord they ſhall ſay no more the Ark, of the Covenant of God, for it 
ſhall come no more to be minded, neither ſhall they remember it, 
neither ſba'l they viſit it, 2 that ſhall be done ud more, Jer. 3. 

And Jeremiah ſaith in the 31. Chapter, Behold ſaith the Lord 
the day cometh that I will make a new Covenant with the houſe of 
Iſrael, and the bouſe of Indah, not according to the Covenant that I 
made with their Fathers when I took them out of the land of Egypt, 
which Covenant they brake ; But this ſhall be my Covenant that I wilt 
make wi:h the bouſe of Iſrael after thoſe dayes of their Captivity and 
return, I will write my in their bearts, and I will be their God, 
and they ſhall be my people; and they ſhall not teach every man his 
Neighbour, and every man his Brother, ſaying, know the Lord, for 
they ſhall all know me from the leaſt to the greateſt of them, ſaith tho 
Lord, for I will forgive their iniquities, and remember their ſins no 
more; Now this is the Meſſiab, and this was promiſed and pro- 
pheſied how after he ſhould come into the Land which came 
into the Land of Jeruſalem, according to Ieremiab, and Daniel, 
and Gabriel, and E rebel their words and propheſies. 

And Jeremiab faith in the 23. Chapter, after they were car. 
ried away captive that they ſhould be broug bt again intotbe land, aud 
the Lord promiſed that good thing, be would cauſe bis branch of Rꝝb- 
teouſneſſe to grow unto David, and be ſhould execute judgement and 
Righteou weſſe in the land, and in thoſe = udab ſball be ſaved 
a ro "4 ſhall dwell ſafely, aud be ſhould cell aud ſay bere is

| crifice continually ; Now chis was after their coming into the 
Land, and after the Meſſiah was born, and the branch of Righ- 
teouineſſe ſprung, and he ſhould fit upon the Throne of David, 
and execute Judgment and Righteoulneſſe in the Land, then 
the Prieſts and Levites ſhould have their men to offer meat - 
offerings, and burnt-offerings,and ſacrifices continually, and 
this was after Chriſt was come; but when he was offered up, 
and lacrificed up that one offering once for all, who judge and 
executed judgment amongſt you before he was offered up both 
among the Jews and at Jeruſalem, when he 1 ſay was offered 
up, he cauſed thoſe things ( the offerings) ro ceaſe, and fulfil- 
led them according to Gabriels words and Daniels prophelie, 
and ends the Prieſt- hood, the Levitical Prieſt- hood, whocame 
not of the Tribe of Levi nor Aaron, but of Idab that Lion; fo 
in one week in the midft of the week he ſhould cauſe the daily 
Sacrifice and Oblation to ceaſe, and ſo this was the Covenant 
prophelied of by ſeremiab, and this was he that Moſes prophe- 
lied of, like unto him would God raiſe up a Prophet which 
the People (hould hear. 
And Stephen witnefſed him before the Council in the dayes 
of Herod whom your Fathers cauſed to be ſtoned to death. 
And after this Covenant was come, you hould ſay no more 
the Ark of God, nor mention it, nor let it come into your 
minds, this was after ye were come into the Land, and Z:che- 
riabs Prophelies , who propheſied of the deſtruction of Ieru- 
ſalem, who propheſied again, that Teruſalem ſhould be ſafely 
inhabited, and they that fought againſt leruſelem,ſhould come 
up to worſhip year by year, and keep the feaſts of Taberna- 
cles; and the Lord would ſinite the Heathen and Egyptians 
that came not unto ler: ſalem, that came not up to keep the feaſt 
of Tabernacles;and the Pots in the Lords Houle ſhould be like 
the Bowls before the Altar, and every pot d be holy,and 
all they that ſacrificed ſhould come and taky/of them, after 
the people were come to worſhip at Ieruſali, and the Moun- 


tain which was the place of worſhip ; when Chriſt ſaid to the 


woman of Samaria, the time was come ud now is, that neither 
ut they that worſhip the 


Father, 


at Jeruſalem, nor at this Mountain 
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Father, ſhall worſhip him in ſpirit and truth, for ſurh the 
Father ſeeketh to worſhip him. 
Now this was before Chriſt was offered up that ends the Of- 
ferings, Altars, Sacrifices, Feaſt of Tabernacles, for the 
Lord ſhould come, my God and all his Saints, and the Lord 
ſhould be King over all the Earth, And when Feruſalem was 
ſafe, and Nations came up to it, there was the Feaſt of Ta- 
bernacles to be kept, but after Chriſt was offered up though 
thoſe things were praRtiſed in the daies of his fleſh, while he 
was upon the Earth, and did not cauſe them to ceaſe until he 
was offered up, and then he ended them; And then he pro- 
pheſied of the deſtruction of Ieruſalem and the Walls, and 
our ſcattering over all Nations, and did net jropheſie of your 
ing ing back again to offer, and to ſacrifice and keep the feaſt of 
Tabernacles again at Jeryſalem, and did not ſay that your out- 
ward worthip d be ſet up again at Ieruſalem. 

But the ſcattering was for the bringing in of the Gentiles, 
according to the promiſe of God by kis Prophets; Iwill give 
him for a Covenant and a Light to the Gentiles, and he (hall 
be my Salvation to the ends of the-Earth, which many of 
the Gentiles now have received and believed the Covenant of 
Light promiſed to the — 72 though many of them do not 

„live the life, through whoſe lives and fruits the name of the 
Meſſia h is diſhonoured, and the unbelievers in him hardened 
through them that profefſe him in words, and deny him in 
life Nevertheleſſe, the Foundation of God and the New 
Covenant ſtandeth fure, and his promiſe agreeableto all his 
Prophets, and Cabriels words, as you may number Daniel the 
ninth your ſelves, that in ſuch a time che Meſſiah was to 
come. 

And wherher orno ſuch an one was not born in the ſame 
year, when all Jeruſalem was in an uproar at his birth; Hered 
gathered all che chief Priefts fas wo and demanded of 
them where Chriſt ſhould be born, and _ in Bethlehem 
of Judab, for thus it is written by che Prophet; So whether 
or no ſuch an one did not come according to the Prophets 
words, and ſuffered according to his words, and his Gar- 
ment parted, and caſt lots for according to the Prophets 
words, and one of his own Diſciples betrayed him for thirty 

| picces 
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pieces of Silver, according to Davids words, 

And as ic is written, blindneſſe happened unto T/rae! until 
the fulneſſe of the Gentiles be come in, and ſo all Iſrae! ſhall be 
ſaved, as it is written, the Delrverer ſhall come unto Zion, and 
ſhall turn away ungodlineſſe from Jacob, and this is my Covenant 
with them, when | ſhall take aw 1y their us; For that is it which 
blinds, and that Light which is the Covenant, is that which 
opens the eye, in which the Fews and Gentiles is one. 

So the Lord will ſave now through the Blood of his Cove» 
nant, and the offering the Sacrifice Chriſt Jeſus, who deſtroyes 
the Devil the old lyar, and the author of {in,who hath impri- 
ſoned his people, and brought them into the Pit, where they 
have wanted the water; And he the Covenant and Metliah 
brings the Priſoner out of the Pit, and gives the water,and 
returns the Priſoner of hope, and renders double to him that 
hath priſoned ; and he is called the Saviour, and he is Iſrgels 
Saviour, and the Gentiles Leader and Covenant, yea the Sal- 
vation to the ends of the Earth, whom the Iſles wait for; 
And the Prophet ſaid, Kings ſhall be nurſing Fathers, and 
Queens nurſing Mothers, Iſa. 49. 23. and they ſhall wor- 
ſhip with their faces downward, and lick the duſt of the Earth, 
for the Lord had (aid, he would lift up his hand to the Gen- 
tile and Standard to the people, and they thouid bring their 
ſons the Jewsintheir arms, and thy Daughters ſhould be car- 
ried upon their ſhoulders, the Gentzles ; the Gentiles that had 
carried them away Captive, and the Lord would make them 
bring them back again, that had ſcourged them, and nurſe 
them, and carry the ems with their faces downwardand ick 
the duſt, and ſo you were brought again to your own land; 
and did not Cyrus and Darius and others aid you, and hath 
not the Lord life up his Hand and his Standard to the Gentiles, 
which many have received? 

Iſaiab was the ſon of Amos, and —— about ſeven bun- 
dred ſeventy eigbt years before the Meſſiah was born; And he 
propheſied of the Jews to be carried away Captive by the Hea- 
then; and how that the Gentiles ſhould be nurſing Fathers, 
and Kings ſhould ſtoop down, and bend down, and be made 
to carry them again and be Nurſe to them, and that the Fews 
ſhould get a top of that which Capeivated them, and this was

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the carrying eway from Jeruſalem, and the carrying again to 
Feruſalem Wc alſo — de of the Meſſiah hat Fbould 
come amongſt them, to whom they ſhould hide their faces, 
amongſt whom the Jews, Iſaiah was « Signe and a Wonder | 
to both the Houſes of Iſrael and Judab, which was before 
they were carried away Captive, who were degenerated from | 
the Lord by their Idolatry, their Sacrifices, their Offerings, | 
and their Temples that he turned them from, And ſaid, the | 
moſt High dwelt not in Temples made wirh hands; and he 
that offered Sacrifice, was as if he bleſſed an Idol; he pro- 
phetied in the daies of Hezekjab King of Judab, Iſa. 37. 1, 2. 
2 Kings 19. 
Fer. 1, 2, 3. Feremiah propheſied in the daiesof ſeſiab, and in 
the daies of Amon, Ze ſekiab, Zacbariah and Haggai propheſied in 
the ſecond year of Darius, fi ve hundred ninteen years be- 
fore Chriſt. | 

And Chriſt came not according to your minds, in | 
Pomp and Glory as the Kings of the Kingdoms of this World 
doth and did, but he came meek, poor and diſpiſeable, and 
having no beauty to be deſired, and a man of ſorrows and 
griefs, from whom you hid your faces, and crying away with 
him, he ſhould not reign over us; you would have no King 
but Ceſar, and delired a murtherer, and crucified him; and 
when Pilate ſaid to you behold your King, and waſhed his 
hands from his Blood, you cried let his Blood be upon us and 
our children; who hath been, and brought the miſery upon 
your (elves and your children; and Davids words are come 

ou, who (aid, let their Children be 1 which 

hath ſo been to this day, both from your God, and your 
own Nation, 
4 Friends, in the 22: Pſalm, did not the ſaying of Davidcome 
to paſſe by you upon Chritt when he was upon the Croſſe, did | 
not you ſay, he truſted in the Lord, let him deliver him? 

Secondly, did not you part his Garment, and afterwards 
caſt lots for his Veſture (according to Davids propheſie) when 
| you put himto death? | 
| Thirdly, Did not you pierce his feet and hands when you 
| nailed him to the Croſſe, according to Davids propheſie inthe 

22. Pſalm, did not you a his ſaying? 
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Fourthly, Did not you give him vineger and gall to drink, 
when he was upon the Croſſe, according to Davids propheſie in 
the 6g, Pſalm; and did not you flick in your outward things 
as aſnare and gin, and did not God pour forth his anger 
wrath and diſpleaſure upon you, according to the prophetic of 
David, who called Chriſt | ord? 

And the propheſie of Jacob to his Sons, and to J»dah, who 


ſaid the Scepter ſhould not depart from Judab, nor theLaw-gi- 


ver from between his feet, until Sbilo come, and the people 
ſhould be gathered unto him, unto S+i/o; And is not the Law 
departed from Ju/eb, and the Goverment and Scepter- 
Where is his Rule, it you ſay it is not departed? And did 
not Shils come ding to Jacobs and Daniels prophieſie? 


And Gabriels words in the daies of Herod, before the Scepter 


and the Law was departed from Iidab, and fo Shilo being 
come, to him are the people gathered and gathering, accord» 
__ Jacobs prophecy, and the Scepter is departed from ju. 
dab this 1660, years. 

Whether did ever the Prophets ſay, that you ſhould be 
brought again into your own Land, to your ourward worſhip, 
ſacrifices, and the reſt of your Ceremonies, after ſeruſalem 
was deftroyed, and the Meſſiah offered up according to Daniel, 
Gabriel, and the reſt of the Prophets? 

Did not all the Prophets prophetic of the New Covenant to 
you before, and in your Captivity, and that your gathering 
ſhould be unto him, and that he ſhould come when you were 
out of Captivity in your own Land? 

Now if you can believe Moſes, Iſaich, Ieremiab, and Dam- 
el, Gabriel, and Ezekiel their Propheſies, you mult believe 
that the Meſſiah is come, and receive the New Covenant. 

And the Lord ſaid, he would gather his people from the 
mouth of the ſhepherds, and teach chem himſelf, and ſet 
one King over them, which Teacher and King, many do 
witneſſe.
